Chattanooga. Tenn., Sept 93. — Julii 
Morrison, leading- lady of the “Mr. 
Plaster of Paris” Farce Comedy Co., 
shot and killed Frank Leiden, stage 
manager and leading man of the com- 
pany Friday at the City Opera House, on 
the stage, ust before the curtain rose 
for the performance to begin. Three 
shots were fired at close range by the 
woman, all taking effect in Leiden’i 
head. lie sank to the floor and wa» 
dead in a few minutes. 

The woman was arrested and taken 
to the city jail. A coroner’s inquest 
was held, at which it was developed 
that the trouble had existed between 
Leiden and Miss Morrison and Friday 
she slapped him. It appears that they 
quarreled over the woman’s alleged 
bad acting, Leiden accusing her of be- 
ing but an amateur. 

The w’oman claims tnat Leiden re- 
peatedly insulted her; that he had 
made improper proposals to her, and 
in self-defense she shot him. The 
verdict of the coroner’s jury was to the 
effect that the murder was premedi- 
tated and wholly unjustifiable. The 
woman claims to be from New Orleans, 
and a man with the company named 
James she claims as her husband. 
James has been arrested as the insti- 
gator of the crime.

Owing to the bad weather the opera- 
tion was postponed until Saturday 
when the war ships for .three hours 
bombarded the town of Olangapo and i 
the entrenchments where the guu was 
situated. 

Men from the Charleston, Concord 
and Zafiro were then landed under a ! 
heavy insurgent fire, proceeding to the 
cannon which was utterly destroyed 
by gun cotton, and then returuing to 
the war ships. 

The Americans had one man wound- 
ed during the engagement. While f 
waiting in Subig bay for better i 
weather the Americans descried Fill- ’ 
pino rc-inforceraents moving toward ; 
Olangapo. 

At G:iO a. m., Saturday, the Monterey ] 
began the advance upen the town, ■ 
which was about three miles east of | 
the monitors’ anchorage. The Char- 
leston, Concord and Zafiro followed. 

At 7:25 the Monterey opened fire 
with her secondray and main batteries, 
the Charleston and Concord joining 
immediately. At 7:38 the insurgent 
cannon answered, the first shot pass- 
ing close to the Monterey’s smoke- 
stack. The gun was fired twice only. 

The American bombarding then be- j 
came general. At 9:30 the Monterey ] 
advanced to a range of 600 yards, using | 
her main battery. Two hundred and 
fifty men were landed about 800 yards 
east of the cannon at 11 o’clock under j 
a severe shore Mauser fire. The men 
from the Charleston were the first to 
reach the beach, but the Concord’s men ^ 
were the first at the gun, which they j 
reached at 11:10. The cannon was 
found to be a 16-centimeter Krupp 
gun, presumably obtained from tbe 
Spaniards. 

Meanwhile the war ships continued 
to shell the shelving beach on the east 
and west side to silence the insurgent 
fire upon the sailors from the trenches | 
skirting the beach. 

Gunner Olsen exploded 50 rounds of 
gun cotton, in three discharges, in the 
cannon, which had ‘suffered from the 
fire of the war ships. 

The Americans then returned to the 
boats, the firing inland being kept up 
‘ to protect the embark.ation. The Con- 
' cord’s men were the last to reach the 
shore, and the war ships were reached 
at 11:50. 

i Cadet Brinzer, with the Concord’s 
launch armed with a Gatling, did ex- 
cellent work on the left of the landing 
part}'. Capt. Myers, of the marines, 
captured a muzzle-loading field piece.

WIND AND RAIN STORM. 



The Steam Barge Cleveland, Laden HTth 
Lumber, Sunk in the Harbor Near 
Month of Chicago River. 



Chicago, Sept. 25. — During a severe 
wind and rain storm Sunday evening 
the steam barge Cleveland, lumber 
laden, sunk in the harbor near the 
mouth of the Chicago river. Capt. 
Henry Davis and a crew of 11 men 
were rescued by tugs, with consider- 
able diflBculty. 

The Cleveland left Frankfort, Mich., 
Saturday, bound for Chicago with 
200,000 feet of lumber. The boat 
sprung a leak off Waukegan, and ow- 
ing to her water-logged condition was 
driven on a reef while attempting to 
reach the inner harbor here.

Washington, Sept. 23. — A final meet- 
ing of the Dewey national home fund 
committee was held at the ofiioe of the 
secretar}' of the treasury Friday. An 
account of stock was taken and plans 
perfected for closing the subscriptions 
before the arrival in New York of 
Adm.

The estate includes 20,000 acres which, 
with other large properties along the 
south coast that Mr. Hawley is arrang- 
ing for. will, it is expected, produce 
100.000,000 pounds of sugar. A large 
part of the land purchased is virgin 
soil, upon which 51,500.000 will be ex- 
pended, including the cost of improve- 
ments.

Havana, Sept. 25.— The workmen of 
Havana held a mass meeting Sunda}’ 
at which 5,000 were present.

The chief cities of the Vil'ayet or 
Province of -Aidin, are Smyrna, its 
capital; Maneesa and Aidin. The city 
of Aidin is about 80 miles southeast of 
Smyrna. It is the residence of a pasha 
and the focus of a flourishing trade ia 
grain, carpets, figs, opium and sponges.

Ferrol, Spain, Sept. 25. — Serious dis- 
turbances took place here Saturday 
evening- A mob of 600 stoned the 
Catholic club and town hall, smashing 
the windows in both buildings. The 
municipal guards charged the rioters 
but were repulsed, 11 guards being in- 
jured, as well as many civilians. Fi 
nally a squad of mounted gendarmes 
dispersed the rioters. The authorities 
have proclaimed the city under martial 

law.

Guthrie, O. T. Sept. 25. — The Rogers 
ranch in Beaver county, Oklahoma, 
and the Childress cattle ranch in the

R. L. Ellison, of Fort W’orth. Tex., for 
the Swift packing house interests in 
Ohicajro. The titles to three other 
great ranches are being examined into 
with a view to purchase by the Swifts.

he would cede t#ie whole prorlnee of 
Louisiana, and thit he wanted 50,000,000 
of francs for it* Secrecy was to be ob- 
served. Mr. Livingston refused to offer 
more than 30,000,000 franca, and assert- 
ed that he had, no power to treat for the 
cession of the entire province. 

It was supposed at that time that in- 
structions were ir.sued to our ministers 
that the treaty of cession by Spain to 
France included the entire province of 
Louis^na and the Floridas, but it was 
found shortly afterward that it ceded 
Louisiana only. If France declined to 
sell, our ministers were to open nego- 
tiations with Great Britain, so as to 
prevent France from taking possession- 
of the' province. M. Barbe Morbois 
(marquis of Barbe Morbois), vvho was 
then at the head of the treasury of 
France, had conducted the negotiations 
w-ith Mr. Livingston. He had formerly 
been secretary of the F.rench legation tc 
the United States, and was personally 
known to Mr. Monroe. 

Mr. Monroe arrived April 12, 1803. M 
Morbois, the next day, asked imme- 
diate action. After consultation, th«> 
two ministers, on behalf of the United 
States, offered France 50,000,000 francs, 
with an offset in the shape of such 
claims in favor of citizens of the United 
States against France as should be es- 
tablished, estimated at from 20,000,000 
to 25,000,000 francs. This was declined. 
The ministers of the United States were 
embarrassed by the fact that the ten- 
der of territory was beyond their in- 
structions to buy or receive. Kumom 
of a large English fleet sailing for 
Louisiana for the purpose of capturing 
it were rife, and the English press was 
urgent in demanding such action. 

Bonaparte had, no doubt, intended 
just before this period, to send the 
French fleet, then at San Domingo, to 
Louisiana, to receive and hold it. Ber- 
nadotte, afterward king of Sweden, 
was to be the governor. The negotia- 
tions were entirely secret. Spain had 
not yet transferred the province to the 
possession of France. In the treaty ol 
San Ilrfefonse there was a provision for 
reference to Spain in future disposi*

Washikotoit, Sept. 23. — A plan is un- 
der consideration at the war depart- 
ment to create an army division of the 
Philippines and divide the division into 
departments on a basis similar to that 
in Cuba. The idea is to create four de* 
partments in the Philippines, at least 
three of them to be commanded by 
major generals. The Philippines 
heretofore hare been known as 
the department of the Pacific. 
It is expected that one depart- 
ment of the proposed new 
division will consist of Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s command north of Manila, an- 
other will be Gen. Lawton’s command 
south of Manila, and a third will be a 
new command to operate from Lin- 
gayen or Dagupen. A fourth depart- 
ment probably will consist of troops in 
the islands south of Manila, which in- 
clude the commands now at Iloilo, 
Cebu and other points. 

The scheme has not yet taken such 
definite form as to determine the com- 
mands of the division and depart- 

V. 

ments. There is no doubt, however, that 
Lawton and MacArthur will remain 
where they now are, and probably the 
command in the islands south will be 
under a brigadier general. Another 
officer will have to be selected for the 
department in the far northern part of 
the island at the terminus of the Da- 
gupen railroad. 

The plan is to give each department 
commander all the troops that can be 
successfully operated and also insure 
sufficient garrisons for all points taken. 
Protection to the peaceable tribes 
is one of the chief objects sought, 
as representations made to the 
war departiq^nt indicate that many ol 
the inhabitants do not want to fight 
and if unmolested and relieved ffoir 
fear of attack by the Tagals will assisi 
in supporting the authority of the 
United States and make it impossible 
for the followers of Aguinaldo to sub 
sist.

[Special Washington Letter.] 

They who have never used the scapel 
should not undertake to practice medi- 
cine. They who have never studied law 
should not act as law-givers and oracles 
on jurisprudence. They w ho have never 
studied international law should not 
attempt to act as oracles for the direc- 
tion of the foreign affairs of this re- 
public. 

These axioms are called forth by rea- 
son of the multifarious expressions of 
editorial*, and oratorical opinion con- 
cerning the policies which our federal 
government should pursue in our for- 
eign relations, our diplomatic affairs 
and our increased responsibilities grow- 
ing out of the war with Spain. 

When we have studied the history of 
the finances and wars of a country we 
liave studied its diplomacy. Mone}' is 
aecessary to back diplomacy; and 
dipiomacj' always falls back upon the 
arbitrament of war for the enforcement 
Df its conclusions. But diplomacy does 
not cease when war begins. It goes on 
just the same. Neutral nations at once 
begin with linoflicial mediation, follow- 
ing it with official mediation, for the 
Welfare of all nations. 

The history of the finances and wars 
of this republic, gives us the history of 
the diplomacy of our country. The 
precedents established will usually gov- 
ern ‘primary .conclusions in future di- 
plomacy, but precedents can always 
be broken, by the will of the majority 
of our people. 

Upon the public platform and in the 
editorial and news columns of our news- 
papers we hear and read all shades of

■Gov. Sayers, of Texas, adopted reso- 
lutions outlining the legislation nee<l- 
cd to control the so-called trusts and 
-combines and adjourned sine die. 

Following are the resolutions: 

‘.‘Tha't we believe the best present 
available remedies lie along the fol- 
lowing lines: 

“L The enactment and enforcement 
both by the several states and the na- 
tion of legislation that shall adequate- 
ly and fully define as crimes any at- 
tempted monopolization or restraint of 
trade in any line of industrial activity, 
with provisions for adequate punish- 
ment, both of the individual or the 
-corporation, that shall be found guilty 
“thereof, punishment to the corpora- 
tion to extent of its dissolution. 

“2. The enactment of each of the 
states of the union of legislation for 
“the adequate and proper control and 
regulation of corporations, chartered 
by that state, and we recommend as 
efficacious a s.vstem of reports to, and 
•examination b\“, stave authority of the 
co;^)orations organiz-'d under its laws, 
to the end that they be brought to a 
fair observance of the laws under whic'n 
thej’ are re-enacted. 

“3. The enactment by such state of 
.laws that will prevent the entrance of 
■any foreign-created corporation into 
its limits for any other purpose than 
interstate commerce, except on terms 
that will put the foreign-created cor- 
poration on a basis of cqualit 3 “ with 
the domestic-created corporation ,ol 
the state entered, and subject .to 
the same laws, rules and regula- 
tions of the state that it enters 
which are applicable to the do- 
mestic corporations of that state, and 
to this end we recommend le.gislation 
that would make it mandator}’ upon 
•corporations seeking to engage in 
business outside the state of their cre- 
ation that the}’ procure licenses from 
the foreign state as a condition prece- 
dent to their entry into such state; 
such license to be granted on such 
terms and subject to such restrictions 
■ as will place the corporation subject to 
the same control, inspection, super- 
Tision and regulation as the domestic 
•corporation of that state and subject 
to be revocable if the conditions there- 
of are violated. 

“4. The enactment^ of state legisla-, 
tion declaring that a corporation cre- 
ated in one state to do business exclu- 
sively in other states than where cre- 
ated shall be prohibited from admis- 
sion into anj' state. 

“This proposition is supported by 
decisions of the supreme courts of sev- 
eral states, but we believe it should 
become legislative enactmen't, uniform 
throughout the states. 

“5. That no corporation should be 

- • 

formed in whole or in part by anj’ cor- 
poration. 

**6. That no, corporation shall own 
or hold any stock in another corpora- 
tion engaged in a similar or coinoetit- 
ive business, and that no officer or the 
ow“ner of stock of another corporation 
engaged in a similar or competive busi- 
ness, the object or result of which is 
to create a trust or monopiol}’. 

“7. Recognizing that trusts are usu- 
ally composed of corporations and thatt^ 
corporations are but creatures of the 
law and can only exist in the place of 
their creation, and can not migrate to 
another sovereignty without the con- 
sent of that sovereignty, and that this 
consent may be withheld when desir- 
ed, we recommend as the sense of thia 
conference that each stata pass laws, 
providing that no corporation which is 
a m ember of any pool or trust in that 
st^te or elsewhere, can do business in 
that state. 

‘•Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this conference that all the capital 
stock of private corporations should 
be fully paid either first, in lawful 
money, or second, in property of the 
actual cash value of the amount of the 
capital ^tock, ana that in all private 
coi~porations with a capital stock isr 
svied in excess of the amount actually 
paid up as above provided, the share- 
holders shall be liable to the extent of 
twice the face value of the stock held 
by each.”

pansion and anti-expansion. People 
talk of it and write of it as though the 
subject had all the newness and fresh- 
ness of novelty, but it is old as the hills. 
Expansion began on April 30, 1803, vChen 
France, in three separate treaties, ceded.- 
to this republic the territory of Louis- 
iana, and that event has become known 
in history as “The Louisiana Purchase.” 
The* story of this historic occurrence 
forms one of the most important and 
interesting chapters in our national his- 
tory. 

It is very exhaustively treated of in 
that remarkable book, “The I’ublic Do- 
main,” published under the authority 
of the United, States, and compiled by 
Thomas Donaldson, a man, of marvelous 
research. He devotes many pages to 
an exhaustive history' of the buying 
from France of the vast province of 
Louisiana. He epitomizes the events 
progressively leading to the coloniza- 
tion of that part of the province which 
is now the city of New Orleans as fol- 
lows: 

In 1541 De Soto reached the Mississip- 
pi river. 

In 1673 Father Marquette descended 
the Mississippi to its mouth. 

In 1G80 La Salle descended the Missis- 
sippi river and took possession of the 
country adjacent to it iR the name of 
Louis XIV. of France, and called it 
“Louisiana.” 

In 1699 Lemoine d’Iberville founded 
the first colony at Biloxi, but dying soon 
after, Henille took command. 

In 1706 thes colonists made a new lo- 
cation on the site of what is now the 
city of New Orleans. 

In 1712, September 14, Louis IV. made 
% grant to Antoine de Crozat, a-mer- 
<:haat of Paris, who had amassed a for- 
tune of 40,000,000 livres in the Indian 
trade, the grant being for trading priv- 
ileges. 

President Jefferson, December 15, 
1802, notified the congress of the ces- 
•ion of Louisiana to France, and of the 
action of the Spanish authorities at 
New Orleans. E.xcitement ensued in 
the congress, but finally President Jef- 
ferson obtained the consent of the sen- 
ate to the confirmation of Mr. Monroe 
(armed with an appropriation of $2,000,- 
000) to proceed to France and, in con- 
nection with Mr. Livingston, minister 
of the United States at Paris, to treat

On June 28, 1828, an experiment was 
made at Paris to ascertain the power 
of a man to endure heat.

His per- 
formance took place before a gathering 
of about 20b people, including several 
doctors and men of .science. An oven, 
made in the shape of a dome, had been 
heated fer four hours by a verr* power- 
ful fire. The Spaniard remained in it 
for 14 urinutes, with the metallic ther- 
momet.-ir registering between 45 and 
50 de^vecs, 50 being the highe&i'; g'AJ- 
uation c-n it. JTe sang a Spanish song 
while a fowl roasted by his side. When 
he came ort his pulse throbbed cut 134 
pulsations a riinute, although it had 
been only 72 on his entering hia fierj' 
furnace. 

Preparations were tlien made for a 
second experiment, the oven’s heat lie- 
i«g greatly intensified. Martenez re- 
turned to his inferno, where he par- 
took of a meal, during which he con- 
sumed the fowl that had been roasted 
by his side at the first experiment, 
washing it down with a bottle of claret.

During 
a visit to a tribe of Tuaregs, in the 
Saraha. a scientist observed a heat of 
153 degrees. Attendants in Turkish 
baths Avork ten hours on end in rooms 
Adhere the air is artificially heated to 
155, 175 and even 195 degrees Fahren- 
heit. — Chicago Chronicle.
